Cleveland is greatly disturbed over the 
coming of Coxey's commonweal army 
and has sought advice on the subject 
from members of his cabinet and prom 
iiient congressmen, and Sunday he hud 
a conference with the chief of police. 
Tlie president has practically decided 
to issue a semi-official proclamation, 
nilmonishing all persons who contem- 
plate visiting the national capital that 
they must respect the laws and conduct 
themselves in a peaceful and respectful 
manner or suffer the consequences. 


The executive warning- will probably 


be given out as a general statement 
through tho press associations undet 
the guise of an interview. The presi- 
dent lias been informed that there are 
numerous precedents for such action

The telegraphic 
reports indicate that the number is be- 
tween these two extremes. The strike 
is confined to the bituminous coal re- 
gion of the United States. In this there 
ave twenty-three districts organized, 
four being- in PencS3'lvania- The other 
districts are Washington, Wyoming-, 
Colorado, Indian territory, Missouri, Al- 
abama, Kansas, Tennessee, Kentucky, 
Virginia, West Virginia,Maryland,Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois. A Massillou op- 
erator says that 3,000 coal mines in the 
United States will- be abandoned. Of 
these 300 Tire located in Ohio. In the 
Pittsburgh district alone there are 
about 120 mines and fully thirty more 
in the ClearSeld or mountain district. 
These two districts have about -22,000 
miners. In Ohio there arc about 30,- 
000 miners; in Indiana,, 12,000; in Illi- 
nois, 11,000; iu Alabama, 10,000, who 
have already quit work; in Missouri, S,- 
000; in Tennessee, about 4,000. In West 
Virginia about 10,000 diggers are en- 
gaged, but it is not believed that many 
have quit work.

She can realize more from it 
tlian she can from houest labor. The 
door that opens for her leads down and 
does not open again. 
For man, it 


swings both ways, he can go in and out 
at pleasure. This is ^ a subject we 
ministers cannot speak of as we should 
because people are fools. There is 
homethiiig that all uan do to remedy 
this. Jlen and boys can lielp the mat- 
ter by treating every woman with re- 
spect. No man is worthy the name 
unless hi 
1, would treat every woman 


respectfully, as he would have liis sis- 
tev treat them. We can also help it by 
eurc in our language and conversation. 


Womon may assist in correcting the 


evil by modesty in language and in 
dress. It is a most remarkable^ tiling 
tlml tlie decolette costume is the dress 
of women atthe hightest ronnd of so- 
ciety, and also for the harlots at the 
bottom. Society women go into 
the 


ball room in a dress that exposes the 
person almost as much as if they had 
none on above-the waist. That is ar- 
tistic. The harlot wears the same cos- 
tume for business purposes. 
There is 


more sense in the latter view than the 
former, Parents can help in this re- 
form by seeing that their children dp 
not go into the world ignorant of the 
consequences of social sins. 


It is a birthright that every ono 


should know from their parents the use 
of every organ of the body. 
Every 


body can assist by insistirig-on a single 
standard of virtue for men and women. 
I for one am glad that recent public 
events have brought this subject into 
view. It illustrates the last wail of 
that old idea that man can do. what 
women diire not. Both 
should 
bo 


treated alike. 
I am ashamed 'of man- 


hood when man tries to excuse his sins 
by saying all men are guilty. That is 
tlie devil's excuse and is a black lie. 
H is ;i hellish doctrine that leaches 
that man can do these things : that vice 
is manly, and that, virtue is an ex- 
clusively feminine quality.

Traius are. continually 
coming and going-, and whistling; and 
ringing, but Pete pays no attention to 
any but this one. As soon as its whis- 
tle is heard he begins to bark joyfully, 
and never makes a mistake. Another 
dog became so much accustomed to go- 
ing to the schoolhouse every morning 
with his little master that, when the 
boy was absent for several weeks, the 
idog still went 011 going to school, ar- 
riving punctually at nine o'clock every 
morning. 
Moreover, he never went on 


Saturday or Sunday. 


With regard to the first case, it 


might be replied, perhaps, by a skepti- 
eal person, that the dog was more like- 
ly to be able to distinguish the special 
whistle of the locomotive which drew 
the half-past five o'clock train than 
tblmow it by the hour of the day. And 
yet the writer has no sovt of doubt that 
dogs do know when a certain hour ar- 
rives at which something regular and 
accustomed takes place. The second 
case seems to prove this very thine-. 
There is a case on record in wliich a 
doctor, who was accustomed to visit a 
certain village at a certain hour on a 
certain day each week, always found a 
dog of his acquaintance waiting for 
him outside the town, and it \vas 
proved that the dog never came to the 
placa at any other day or hour. Evi- 
dently all that can be said in explana- 
tion of such cases is that animals are 
susceptible of having periods or circles 
of time established in their intelli- 
gences by use, and that their ignorance 
of timepieces only serves to make the 
instinct the keener. It is well known 
that men who have never possessed 
watches, and who worlc or hunt habit- 
ually at a distance from clocks, are ex- 
pert at estimating the l&pse of time.

SOME ODD CUSTOMS. 


Similarity of Hawalinn Un»K*t» to Thoc* 


of ttiti HobrewH. 


The manner of disposing 
pof the dead 


in the Hawaiian islands is also in ac- 
cord with the Hebrew custom, says a, 
writer in Lippincoit's. Tlic body was 
embalmed and covered with a glutin- 
ous substance or wash, to seal effect- 
ually the pores of the skin and exclude 
all air. The body was then deposited 
in the side of a precipice. The prac- 
tice of immolating one or more wives 
of a chief was carried on to a consider- 
able extent in the Hawaiian group in 
earlier days. As a manifestation of 
love and attachment, the wives of a 
chief would voluntarily die, wliich act 
was called moespu, companionship in 
sleep. This practice can be traced to 
the Vedic Hindoos, the only difference 
being- that the wife was immolated on 
the funeral pyre. 
Some stress has 


been laid on the peculiar institutions 
called cities of refuge, or Puu-honua, 
which were found to have obtained 
prominence among: the Ilawaiians, and 
which have been quoted as another in- 
stance of Hebrew influence upon the 
customs and culture of the islanders. 
The cities of refuge, however, were 
not peculiar to the Hebrews. They 
existed in the time of ancient Greece. 
We read of the temple of Ceres at 
Hemione, in Argolis, which was a sim- 
ilar institution, and there were numer- 
ous others, both there and elsewhere, 
where the Cushite iulhi'ence had mod- 
ified the customs and molded the cults 
of the people on its own pattern. 


liesides the traditions of the Ha- 


waiians. their practice of incantation 
and divination, and many peculiar- 
ities of their language, show a relation 
not only with the Hebrews, but also 
with the fire-worshipers of Persia, the 
Brahmins and Buddhists of India and 
other branches of the Aryan race.

Some Lat« Cimrt Decisions About tha De- 


fense of Property. 


The right of a householder to shoot 


at a fleeing burglar has been discussed 
recently in several newspapers and 
legal periodicals. 


A correspondent of 
the London 


Times says ho saw. burglars escaping 
from his house after stealing some 
plate, and he fired two shots after 
them. Later in the night he met one 
of the burglars and secured some of 
the stolen silver. He would then have 
shot at tlie burglar running- away with 
the remaining- booty if ho bad not left 
his revolver at home. 


The correspondent af terward doubt- 


ed whether he ha<l the legal right to 
use his weapon when the burglar was 
running away, and he consulted two 
or three judges who were his friends, 
lie was advised that he might shoot a 
burglar fleeing in the dark to prevent 
his escape from arrest. 


[n an English court recently a house- 


holder was tried for assault on the 
complaint of a self-confessed burglar, 
whom he discovered in his kitchen and 
whom he shot in the body. 
The bur- 


glar in his testimony 
appeared to 


think that the householder took an 
nufair advantage in firing from a dark 
room into the kitchen, where the thief 
was pursuing- his occupation by candle- 
light. The judge, however, directed 
an acquittal. 


The Pennsylvania supreme court has 


reversed the conviction of manslaugh- 
ter in the case of a Waynesburg citi- 
zen who shot and killed :i thief as he 
was leaving his stable. The burglar 
had stolen a part of a set of harness 
from the stable on a previous night, 
and had promised to deliver the resfcof 
it to an intending purchaser, and so 
returned to the stable to complete the 
theft. 


The citizen called oh the thief to 


stop, and fired a shot in the air. 
The 


thief turned and seized the.household- 
er, who then again discharged the re- 
volver, inflicting a fatal wound. 


A Pennsylvania jury on some pecul- 


iar theory convicted the defendant, 
but the supreme court intimated that 
he had a right to pursue and arrest the 
thief.

Mr. John K. Lodwick died at bis resi- 


dence, 75 West Fourth street. Sunday 
evening av 5:3Ci o'clock, with heart 
trouble, complicated with dropsic affec- 
tions. 
Mr. Lodwick has been confined to the 


house for some three weeks past, and 
while his condition, on account of his 
advanced age, was regarded as very, 
serious, still his death was very sudden 
an'd somewhat uuei peeled. Within a 
few minutes of his death he was laugh- 
ing and talking to his son-in-law, F. B. 
M? Corson, and others who were at the 
house. Suddenly the call came, and 
he expired almost instantly. 


The death of Mr. Lodwick removes 


from Portsmouth one of our oldest and 
most respected citizens, a'mia known 


• to almost every resident of the city, 


and the expressions of regret at his 
death were mauy_ and sincere. 


The following" account of i!r. Lcd- 


wick's life was written by the Uon. 
Jas. W. Xewmau, and appeared in a 
series of sketches rim by that gentle- 
inaumOie Portsmouth TIMES in-18S6. 
the account of Mr. Lodwiek's life ap- 
pearing in the issue ot May S. IS8G. 


• -'All are familiar with an old two- 
story frame house on Front street, he- 
low Madison, familiarly known us the 
"Buckeye House," from the fact that 
among the many transmulations of its 
long and varied existence it enjoyed, 
for a few years of its latter life, the 
honor of being a hotel, a. place of re- 
freshment for man and beast. Dickens 
has thrown a halo of romance around 
the hotel—not the hotel of modern 
times, but the inns of old Edgland. 
"Who can forget the "Maypole," with 
old John Willet and liis cronies in the 
chimney corner? The "Maypole" had 
formerly been" a rich man's mansion, 
and the same is true of the ''Buckeye." 
l!ut the Buckeye has advanced beyond 
the'hotel period, for if the doctrine of 
evolution is applicable to men, animals 
and plants, it is certainly no less so in 
reference to houses. The hotel age is 
passed, and the house is uow in a more 
advanced stage o'f development, name- 
ly, that of a tenement house. 'It lias 
bce.n observed that this stage in the 
life.of a house is usually the final one— 
the architectural "lean and sbippered 
pantaloon"—after ".which comes disso- 
lution and demolition. 


'•The house we have -reference to was 
\vay back in the. century, the Lod wiek 
mansion, and wns quite an architectiial 
leviathan amid the. smaller fry 
of 


houses of the neighborhood, and in- 
deed of the town, for at that time about 


.. all that was worth living for in Ports- 


mouth was 
located- below 
Market 


street. 
Even down to a comparatively 


recent period the LodwicU residence 
was quite an ornate structure of the 
old school, and when it was new it 
must have been a. very handsome ami 
imposing residence. It was built by 
the late James Lodwick, and in it, in 
1823, was horn the subject of this 
sketch, John Kennedy Lodwiek. Mr. 
Lodwick. sr., came to Portsmouth in 
.1S1U. 
He engaged in merchandizing, 


became wealthy, and continued to be 
one of our most active and honored cit- 


• 
i/.ens till his death, at an advanced age. 
In the liouse in question were born all 
his children. The first floor was used 
for tv dry goods store, ami in it his sons 
were trained as clerks. To our- Indies 
of the present day, the idea of soin» 
below Madison to ' do shopping will 
seem a little strange ; but at that time 
"Lodwiek's store" was a fashionable 
mart. 
Mr. Lodwick was poslmasti-i 


during one or two Democratic adminis- 
trations, with the office in his store. 
and thither skipped the business men 
ami school girls daily for their mail. 


".John K. Lodwick wr.s educated in 


Portsmouth and had all the advantages 
afforded by the schools of that time. 
As early as IB-It he went into business 
for himself and in 
1S4-.J made his first 


trip Bast for goods. 
In 1S4S and 'V.I he 


w;as 
in business in the Cherokee Nation, 


and had is. varied experience among the 
"noble red men," and the pale faced 
brethren of 
questionable character,
